Remarks 



I. Summary of the Office Action 

Claims 1-29 are pending in the above-identified application. Claims 1-29 stand rejected 
under the judicially created doctrine or obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable 
over claims 1-50 over U.S. Patent No. 6,784,028, and claims 17, 19, and 20 are objected to 
because of informality. With this response, a terminal disclaimer is submitted as attached to this 
communication, and claims 17, 19, and 20 have been amended to correct informality of language. 
No new matter is added by amendment. Reconsideration of the claims, in light of the remarks 
that follow, is requested. 

II. Ob jection of the Claims 

Claims 17, 19, and 20 are objected to due to informalities arising from the use of the term 
"nanotube fabric." The instances of this term have been replaced with "non-woven nanotube 
fabric." Applicants respectfully request that the objection be withdrawn. 

III. Rejection of the Claims 

Claims 1-29 stand rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-50 of U.S. Patent No. 6,784,028. In 
response, the applicants are filing a terminal disclaimer to obviate the double-patenting rejection 
over U.S. Patent No. 6,784,028, which is attached to this communication. Applicants 
respectfully request that the rejection be withdrawn.
